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Women Were Stampeded in Trolley 
After It Burned Out Fuse on the 
Wabash Railroad Tracks. 


It is feared that Mrs. Laura Baggot, who 
was a passenger on the Olive street car 
which was run down by a Wabash train 
at the Delmar avenue crossing will die. 
lt was stated Saturday that her injuries 
rendered her recovery extremely doubtful. 

The car, carrying 13 pussengers, burned 
out its fuse as it was crossing the Wabash 
tracks in Delmar avenue Friday evening 
and stopped on the surface crossing with a 
train bearing down on it. 

The motorman shouted to them to jump. 
In the panic which ensued one woman was 
perhaps fatally injured, and several others 
received injuries which were not sv serious. 
The train crashed into the-car and swung 
it around parallel with t railroad track. 

a N. Pigg of Wis" 
Morgan street was the motorman. As the 
car approached the crossing no train was 
in sight and the watchman signaled the 
motorman to come ahead. 

Just as the front truck of the car came 
upon the eastbound Wabash track the fuse 
burned out and the car came to a stand- 
still. 

At the same instant an eastbound Wa- 

bash train, Local No. 12, came around a 
curve, running at high speed. 
There was acry of horror from persons 
on the street who saw that a collision was 
inevitable. The whistle of the engine 
shriexed. The motorman could do nothing 
to move the car. “Jump for your lives,’ 
he shouted to the passengers. The passen- 
gers all tried to get off of the car at the 
sume instant and in the crush Mrs. Laura 
Baggut, 30 years old, wife of John Baggot 
of 1419 North Market street, was thrown 
to the ground. 

The engineer of the train, D. F. Baker of 
Moberly, Mo., tried hard to stop it and did 
check its speed, but it.struck the oar for- 
ward of the middle with a crash and 
knocked it around to the side of the track. 

Mrs. Baggot was picked up in a semi- 
conscious condition and sent to her home 
in a carriage. Dr. E. J. Washington of 
1508 Monroe street attended her and said 
she had internal injuries. 

Injuries were also received by J. Pilcher 
of 2717 Clark avenue and J. J. Cadd of 321 


Montrose avenue and slight bruises were 
received by several others. 

All of the passengers and the motorman 
and conductor, C. D. Black of 2146 Pine 
street, got off of the car before it was 
etruck. Ten of the passengers were 


women. 

If it had been a Page or an Easton ave- 
nue car, which use the same tracks, com- 
ing from the Fair, the car would have

LEAP TO PAVEMENT SAVES 
HIS IMPERILED COMPANION 
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Animal, Half Freed From Harness, 
Tramples Victim With Iron Shod 
Hoofs, Threatening Him for a Mo-

ment With Fatal Injuries, 
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“Jum2, he’s into us!” 

With this exclamation Dr. E. Fitzwater 
Woods of Sedalia, Mo., leaped from an au- 
tomobile at Locust and Beaumont streets, 
at 10:94 o'clock this morning, just as a 
frightened horse jumped into the machine, 
pinning down with its forefeet the driver 
and owner of the machine, Dr. Bransford 
Lewis of 4396 Lindell boulevard. 

Dr. Lewis had a terrible mome@ht with 
the plunging horse. The first leap inflicted 
a compound fracture of his leg, and be- 
fore the horse got its feet out of the ma- 
chine it struck him several violent blows 
about the body, causing bruises and serious 
interne! injuries. 

The automobile was coming downtown. 
As it approached the crossing at Beaumont 
and Locust streets a congestion of traffic 
delayed its progress. Dr. Lewis awaited 
an opening and when it came he darted the 
machine into it. 

In the certter of the street intersection 
the automobile encountered a team driven 
by Joseph Warsack of 2349 Menard street. 

Dr. Lewis thought he could pass in front 
of the team, and attempted to do so. The 
horse nearest him became frightened and 
leaped ahead just as the machine passed 
under its nose. 

Dr. Woods leaped, but Dr. Lewis was on 
the wrong side to leap. He made a quick 
plunge to gain the other side of the seat, 
but the swift hoofs of the horse rose above 
him and fell upon his left leg. 

‘Dro Woods rusheti in to save his com- 
panion. He leaped at the bridle of the 
plunging horse, which leaped up and down, 
the cries of the men increasing its fright, 
and its shod fore feet inflicting terrible itn- 
jurigs upon Dr. Lewis, who cried out to 
the driver and Dr. Woods to pull the 
horse off. 

Confusion reigned at the crossing, which 
was crowded with vehicles. It seemed for 
a moment that Dr. Lewis would be killed, 
but the driver succeeded in pulling the 
horse back until its forefeet dropped out 
of the machine. 

An ambulance was called and Dr. Lewis 
was taken to his home. 


The automobile was partially wrecked, 
the tonneau being almost torn away. Dr 
Woods says the driver of the team was not 
to blame, though he thinks the vehicles on 
the street followed each other much closer 


The police today discovered that R. WW. 
Royal Donmeyer, a young dentist, whose 
home is in Johnstown, Pa., kept in his pos- 
session and secreted $5000 worth vf dia- 
monds while he was being searched by 
policemen and detectives, kept them in his 
cell with him during four weeks of iinpris- 
onment, and finally passed them to his 
mother by means of a kiss when she was 
bidding good-by to him in the jail. 

The mother restored the diamonds 
their owner in the hope of securing free- 
dom from prosecution of her son, but in 
this she fafied. Donmeyer is held under 
a warrant charging him with grand lar- 
ceny. 

Donmeyer is a young man of much more 
than usual attractiveness. Several weeks 
ago Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Hayes of 4850 St. 
Louis avenue met him while In Indianap- 
Olis and were attracted to him. They 
invited him to come to St. Louls with them 
and be their guest. He accepted, and for 
two or three weeks lived with them at 
their St. Louls avenue home. 

One afternoon four weeks ago Mr. Hayes 
was in the bathroom. When he returned 
to his bedroom he found that five dia- 
monds, valued at something more than 
35000, and a number of valuable papers, 
mining stocks, coupons and notes, were 
missing from his clothing on the bed. 


Remembers Leaving 
Door Unlocked. 


Donmeyer was not in the house at the 
time. He came in a few minutes latcr 
and said he had been walking. He was as- 
tounded at the story of Mr. Hayes’ loss, 
and, with him and Mrs. Hayes, made a 
careful search of the house. He said he 
remembered that he left the door un- 
locked when he started for his walk in 
order that he might not inconvenience the 
family on his return. 

This seemed to solve the mystery. 
accepted as a fact that someone had en- 
tered the house through the unlocked door, 
found and stolen the diamonds and papers, 
and disappeared. Hayes and Donmeyer 
went to the Four Courts to report the mat- 
ter to the police. 

Chief of Detective Desmond questioned 
both men carefully. Donmeyer repeated 
the story he had told to Hayes, and Hayes 
verified it in every respect. They asked 
the chief to have diligent search made for 
the thief. 

Desmond promised that he would do so, 
and pushed a buton. Detective Heckel an- 
awered the call.

Her son 
was brought to her, and the guards retired 
to a respectful distance. 


Continue to Talk 


for Long Time. 

The mother and son talked earnestly for 
a long while. They spoke in low tones, 
and the mother was weeping. When time 


was up, and they were told that the in- 
terview must end, the son arose arid took 
his mother in his arms. Their lips met 
in a long and fervent kiss. ‘The guard, 
watching them. covertly, felt a sym 
thetic lump rise in his throat, but. ke i 
his eyes upon them 

The mother turned away with her hand- 
kerehief to her eyes and her hands cov- 
ering her face, and passed out of the 
jail; the son was led back to his cell. 

Less than an. hour afterward Mrs. Don- 
meyer reached the Hayes home and was 
ushered into the presence of Mr. Hayes. 
him a small package, saying it 
contained his diamonds and that they had 
been found. 

Hayes unwrapped the package and found 
a small quantity of cotton in which lay 
four of the diamonds The cotton was 
damp. Hayes asked how it came in that 
condition. The mother told of the kiss at 
the jail, and the transfer in that moment 
of the jewels from her son’s mouth to her 
own. 

One of the diamonds, a 2% karat stone, 
was still missing. Mrs. Donmeyer said her 
son insisted that he had not taken it; 
that he only took the four. 

Hayes reported the recovery of the dia- 
monds to the police, and Donmeyer wns 
e.iled from his cell before Night Chief 
Gillaspy. He was diligently questioned 
for a long time before he would give any 
information, but finally broke down and 
told the story of stealing them while his 
friend was in the bath The. papers, he 
said, he had torn up while walking, be- 
lieving them to be of no value; the cou- 
pons he thought were cigarette coupons, 
and he destroyed them. 

Gilllaspy urged him to tefl how he had 
secreted the jewels while he was being 
searched after his arrest.

A comparison of British and American 
railroads made by United 
States Consul Mahin’'s report to the state 
department from Nottingham, just pub. 
lished, of British The 
Great Britain and ireiand are for 1903; for 
the United States they are for 1892: this 


gives the island kingdom a slight advan- 
tage. , 

Great Britain has 22,380 miles of track. 
About a hundred new miles a year are 
built. The United States has 199,684 miles 
of track and 75,000 miles of sidings. Rough- 
ly, we have more than eight miles to Brit- 
ain’s one mile. 

The total capital of American rallroads 
now amounts to 13 and a half billions, 
about equally divided between stocks and 
bonds. The British capital was $6,080,000,- 
000 in 1903, and increasing at the rate of 
about $125,000,000 a year. Meantime, gross 
earnings increased from 1901 to 1903 $12,500,- 
000 per year; the increase in net earnings 
was much smaller, which somewhat alarms 
British railroad men. 

American railroads increased in capital- 
ization in 1901-2 (a very extravagant pe- 
riod) by $530,000,000. Gross earnings had in- 
creased for five years in succession more 
than $100,000,000 per year upon an average. 

British railroads are capitalized at $280,- 
000 per mile and @arn at gross $24,000 per 
mile, or 8% per cent gross. American rail- 
roads are capitalized at $68,000 per mile 
and earn nearly $9000 a mile, or 13 per cent 
upon gross capital; but British railway 
bonds bear lower interest than ours, and 
their more concentrated business is more 
ecouomical in some ways to handle.

Besides, the extension of our trolley 
car systems to proportions undreamed of 
abroad has robbed the railroads of much 
short-distance suburban traffic.

Before Coi. Edwards came here for the 
Philippine opening, influential persons had 
intimated to the war department that the 
attire of the Igorrotes might be criticised. 
Col. Edwards looked them over when he 
came last week and decided that the point 
was well taken. As soon as he returned to 
Washington he issued an order that the 
Igorrotes and the Negritoes must be so 
clothed that their nudity will not be a sub- 
ject of criticism.

Coroner 
Koch of 8t. Louis County was informed 
of the suicide. The family sent for the 
body Friday night and it was removed to 
an undertaktng establishment. The _ in- 
quest was held Saturday in Justice Camp- 
beil’s court in De Hodiamont. 

The company with which Mr. Shutt was 
connected was interested extensively 
World’s Fair contracts, and in other lar 
contracts in other parts of the country. 
B. W. Maginn, manager of the company, 
Says that its financial affairs are in the 
best of condition, and that even had they 
not been, Mr. Shutt had no connection 
with that part of the business and it 
would have caused him no uneasiness. It 
is conceded that financial troubles could 
not have caused the act, and in fact there 
is no apparent reason for the suicide. 

Mr. Shutt was a man of happy dispo- 
sition, and was generally in a joyful 
frame of mind. His health was usually 
good. It is said, however, that at times 
he would become morose, and that while 
in one of these moods he would some- 
times leave home and be gone for sev- 
eral days without telling his family 
where he was going. Upon his return 
he would never mention his absence. 

The familv had never feared suicide 
until last Tuesday. He had been gone 
from the house only a short time when 
his wife found a note, which told her 
that her husband intended to commit 
suicide. Relatives immediately institut- 
ed a search for him in hope of finding 
him before it was too late. They were 
unable to obtain any trace of his where- 
abouts after he had left the house. 

It is believed he ended his life the day 
he left home, as it has since been ascer- 
tained that he was seen in the grove 
in which the body was found. on that 
day. In his pockets were a newspaper 
of that date and some railroad trans- 
portation. Mr. Shutt was 50 years old, 
and leaves 2 widow and three children. 
His brother, E. W. Shutt, president of 
the Shutt Improvement Co., lives at 5122 
Kensington avenue. His oldest son, Leon 
Shutt, was called home Friday night 
from Liberty, Mo., where he was at-

RUSSIANS ABANDONED PLAN 
FOR DASH TO SOUTHWARD 


Ship of Peresviet Type Was Sunk and 


Battleship Sevastopol and Cruiser | Bs 


of the Diana Type Were Towed 
Into Harbor After Daylight. 


TOKIO, June 26.—Admiral Togo re- 
ports that Thursday iast, June 23, his 
patrol boat discovered the battieship 
Peresviet and seven other vessels, , ac- 
companied by nine torpedo boat destroy- 
ers, menr the entrance of Port Arthur 
harbor. 

They warned him wirelessly and he 
immediately advanced his entire fleet 
except those engaged on special duty. 

The admiral then discovered that the 
Russian fieet, which consisted of six 
battleships, five cruisers and 14 de- 
stroyers, evidently planned a dash 
southward by sundown. 

The Russians stopped outside the en- 
trance to the harbor and after nightfall 
a fleet of Japanese torpedo boat destroy- 
ers resolutely attacked the Russian ships 
and succeeded in torpedoing and sinking 
a battleship of the Peresviet type and 
disabled the battleship Sevastopol. 

A cruiser of the Diana type was ob- 
served being towed into the harbor 
Friday morning and ft was evident she 
had sustained serious damage. 

The Japanese ships sustained 
damage. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Shirakumo 
was hit by a shell which fell in the cab- 
im and had three men killed and three 
others wounded. 


The Chidori, a vessel of the same class, 
was hit behind the engine-room, but no 
casualties; resulted therefrom. 

Torpedo boats Sixty-four and Sixty-six 
were slightly damaged.
